The outboard section of the right horizontal stabilizer (H3) from
gstab sta 310 (elev sta 181.837) to the tip remained in one
section. The leading edge remained attached with this section of
the horizontal stabilizer from the tip to stab sta 385. It is
crugshed at the inboard end. The leading edge bull ncse exhibit
numerous dents along 1its length and one puncture hole at
approximately stab sta 520. The outboard end of the leading edge,
about 12" in length, is crushed aft and in an outboard direction.
This area exhibited black rub marks on the outer skin in the
outboard direction. The rear spar at the inboard end is bent aft.
The front spar just inboard of the stab sta 385 is bent forward.
An engine stator bladdTmbedded on top surface of outboard aft
section at approximately stabilizer station 535. The leading and
trailing edges upper surfaces have considerable glitter adhering
